“Mrs Kennedy-Fraser holds the highest place among British folk-song col- 
lectors. She has laboured hard in the collection and editing of Hebridean song. 
She has a poet's love of the islands and the peculiar phase of civilisation 
they represent; but she is also a very skilled musician, and the accompani- 
ments she has arranged for these songs are equal to the best that has been 
done in any other field.
